Finance Great Project—Existing Lines Assured Fair Treatment.

The necessity for vapid transit bacomes more and more apparent daily, The
surface linea have reached the limit of their capacity during the rush howurs. They
are handling the mazimum traffie of which they dre eapable. Realizing this, the
Philadelphin Rapid Transit Company has agreed to a tentative program for the opera-
tion of the new linea. This contemplates the abalition of all axehange tickets and the
granting of universal tranafera, Inm tha following statement, the exact atatus of the

transit program is authoritatively given.

It will ba followed by a series of articles in

the KVENING LEDGER, published on alternate days, which will take the city section
by eection and visualize the benefita to be obtained by the building of the new system.
The desting of Philadelphia cannot be realized until ita transportation problem is

solved,

HILADELPHIANS arsa mobllizing In
overy Eeetlon of the eity to fores the
transit (ssue to a succeasful concliiglon.

Widespresd public determination In this re<
spect becomes more emphalle every day.

Let us seo just where the municipality
stands In this matter.

On the I7th of May, 1013, hig Honor Mayor
Blankenburg appointed A. Merritt Taylor as
Transit Commissloner, {o diagnose the city's
transit needs and to preseribe the hest moth-
ols of meeting them. His report was filed
on the 24th of July, 1ML

The roport outlined in vast detail what
additional facilities are and will be needed,
whera and how the same should be cone
sirueted nnd what the cost will be,

The Translt Commiseloner, backed by the
huslness men and nowspapers, secured the
enpetment of the necessary Siate legisla-
tion which clothed the eity with the legal
authority, financlal abllity and executive ma-
chinery to carry his recommendations Into
efteet. The moet Importint of this legislation
is embodied in the following acts:

An aet approved by the Governar on June
17, 1013, authorizing the efty to construct,
equip, lease and opernta subways, elevated
rillwavs and surface railways,

An act approved by the Governor on June
1. 1013, ereating the Department of Clty Tran-
sit as a munleipal agency to carry out the
terma of the foregolng act.

An act approved by the Governor on June
17, 1013, mnking personal property taxable
for munlelpal and county purposes, Instead
of for State purposes as heretofore, Thin
act adds $670,000,000, the assessed wvaluation
of taxable personal property, to that class of
taxable property which forms the basis of
the 7 per cent. borrawing capacity of the
clty.

Increased Borrowing Capacity

The berrowing capneity of the city has
therefore bLeen Inerensed by 7 per cenl
thereon, and the eity Is thus enabled to bor-
row $398,000,000 for transit development; this
18 a fact becnuse the Supreme Court has so
decided in opinton filed by Justice Hrown
on Mny 12, 1014, in the case of Magulre vs.
the city of Philadelphla.

Director Taylor has recommended that the
following rapld transit lines be built by the
clty:

(1) A north and south subway line, which
will extend nearly the entire length of Broad
street, with necessary branches and a de-
Hvery loop in Arch, Eighth dnd Locust
streets,

The cost thereof will be $35,000,000,

i2) An elovated rallway extending from a
point of connection with the present Muarket
street subwoy-elevated line at Front and
Arch streets, vin Front street to Kensington
avenue, via Kensington avenue to Frankford
avenue and vin Frankford avenue to Bridge
street In FPrankford,

The cost thereof will be $6.500,000,

3) An elevated rallway extending from a
point of connection with the Market atreet
elevated line at 30th and Market streets, via
South 30th street and a private right of way
skirting the easterly boundary line of the
Univeraity of Iennsylvania and of the
Woodlund Cemetery to Paschill avenue, via
Paschall avenue to Gray's Ferry avenue, via
Gray's Ferry avenue to Weodland avenus,
vin Woodiand avenue and for a short dis-
tanve vin private right of way to Duarby,

The vost thereof will be $4,400,000,

t4) A subway-elevated line extending from
noconnection with the delivery loop ar City
Hall sStation, undér the Parkwny to North
20th  street, thenve vin North 20th street
to Henry avenue, to Roxborough,

The cost thercof will be $5,500,000,

He calls attention to the necessity of
preparing for the counstruction of this line
by the opening of the 'urkway, by the grad-
ing of Henry avenue and by the construction
af the Henry avenue bridge over the valley
of the Wissahickon,

The construction of this line will have to
by deferred until this preliminary work is
aceomplished.

The vost of the first
Hnes will be $45.5900,000.

U'nder the terms of the program, the Phila-
delphia Rapid Transit Company undertikes
1o ellmipate the &-cent exchange Hckels,
which are highly diseriminatory agalnst pers-
sons and localities and which many leading
membera of the bar have branded as Hllegal,
and to lssus free transfers In thelr stead,

The carrylng out of the program now
Ewalls the actlen ef Clty Coynclls gn the one
part and the action of the stockholders of
the Unlon Traction Cumpany the wiher
part

The tlme has come for Counclimen and
Unien Traction stockholders to heed the volce

un

of the people of Philadeiphin. A prompt da-
ciglon on thelr part |s demanded by the
mithlie.

The program provides, among other things,
that tha Unlon Traction Company wlill be re-
lied upon to ald In ascuring only such funds
na will be required for the normal extenslon
of the existing syatem, which will be greatly
lessened by the establlshment of the new
high-spesd lines.

The par value of the Unlon Tractlion stock
Is $50 per ahars, of which amount only $17.50
has actually been pald in. Therefore, thete
remalng an obligation on each atockholded
to pay the remainder: namely, $3250 per
share, when and as called for by the hoard
of directors. Fach stockholder In personally
liabla for and bound to make such payments
under the lnws of the State of Pennsylvania.

It has been stated that the normal require-
ments for the extonsion of the existing surs-
face system will amount te about $800,000 per
year, If thls be correct, then the Unlon Trac-
tlon Company stockholders would only have
to Invest or turn back Into the property an-
nually for the time being $500,000, or Aan
amount equal to about one-half of thelr
annunl rental of $1,800,000, upon which money
Bo Invested or turned back Into the property
they would be allowed interest at the rate
of 6 per cent. In addition to thelr premsent
dividends,

In other words, it would simply mean that
ench Unlon Tractlon stockholder would re-
inveat at 8 per cent. one-half the dividend
which he receives,

The city now is In shapes to proceed with
Its part under the terms of the "Program.”
The amount of money Invalved In construct-
Ing theo frst mentioned lines is $45,900,000,
upon which to securae this money the city's
annually Increasing borrowing capacity and
the added borrowing capacity provided by
the Personal Property Tax Act in the amount
of 338,000,000, plus the annual Inerense thereof,
will he avallable,

The pending Constitutional amendment will
still further incremse the city's borrowing
capacity by sbhout $60,000,000, It provides for
the payment of interest ncceruing during the
constructive period out of loan fands, Instead
of out of current revenue, and permits the
clty to issue G0-year bonds Instend of 30-yvear
bands, thus cutting down the annual sink-
Ing fund requirements from 2% per cent. to
1 per cent. Several other important features
are algo Included, This amendment will be
acted upon by the Legislature at the forth-
coming session and finally by the people In
the genecral election In November, 1915,

The City's Part

The clty's part In the undertaking as out-
lined only Involves the ralsing of $45,582,000
during n period of four years (little of thls
money will be required during the first year).
The maximum total ultimate annual charge
thereon (sinking fund payments included)
would be 63 per cent. on the cost, If the Con-
stitfonal amendment were to faill of adop-
tion. This total annual charge, however, will
be reduced by the adoption of the Constitu-
tionanl amendment enabling the city to lssue
il-year bonds instend of 30-year bonds, to
an average of 5 per cent, of the cost. Taking
the basis of 8% per cent. per annum, the
total maximum possible ixed charge, Ineluds
Ing sinking fund payments, required to dis-
charge the entire indebtedness representing
the total cost of the lines within the term
of the hond iszsue, would be $3,031.500 per
yvear, and it is proctleally certnin that the
average fixed charge will be reduced to
$2,205,000 per year under the new sinking fund
requirements preseribed by the Constitutional
amendment. In any event this annual fixed
churge will be offset by the following ftems:

(1) The mnet earnings produced by the
operation of the facilities, In excess of rea-
sonuble payments allowed the operator,

(2) By the increase In tax collections re-
sulting from Increase of taxable valuation of
real estate, produecad by the construction and
operation of the new high-speed lines, prob-
ahly $1,000,000 per annum and upwards.

i2) By the value of time suved the travel-
Ing public In Phlladelphia, which, on a
basis of 156 cents per hour, would amount to
upwards of $1.839,000 per annum,

(4} By the eclimination of the exchange
ticket charge, which ia now Imposed upon the
publle, amounting to upwards of 800,000 per
annum.

(4) By the 1 mill tax on personal property,
formerly colletted by the State and sur-
renderad by the State under recent legisla-
tion to the city as a practical subsidy in ald
of transit development, nearly 3$570,000 per
annum

if) By the aperation of the slnking fund in
discharging the total cost of the lines within
the terms of the hond iasue, to tha end that
Philadelphia will thus ultimately be In pose
sension of these lines free of debt as & great
income producing munielpal asset,

i1 By the many broad advantages which
will accrue to the eity, traveling publie, prop-
erty owners and the people In general, re.
sultant from the establishment of an ade-
quate and efficient transportation system,

Return to City

Leaving out of conslderution the Income
produced and secured (o the eity by the
operatlion of the municipal lines, we shall
thus have indirect but tangible and perma-
nent return to tha elty and to the citzens,
totaling uvpwards of $4.308.000 per annum,
to offset an annual filzed charge of only
$2.266,000, which Includes payment of the
totul eost of constructlon during the term of
tha munlcipal bond Issue. This annual
oharge will disappear with the extinguish.
ment of ths bonds

Director Taylor is right In urging that
there shall be no delay In establishing the
recommended high-speed lines and operution
thereof in & manner which |8 essantisl to
the welfare of the people of Philadelphia.

11 the existing companles fall to promptly
join together and accept the generous pro-
tection afforded by the terms of the pro-
gram, the citizens of Philadelphia will estab-
lish the high-speed system regardless of
that fact. The ouly change in plans neces-
sary will be provision for & Chestuut sirest

The delay on the part of the Unioh Trac-
tion stockholders In ratifying the program
for transit developmant In inviting a dis-
nater to that company which Philadelphia
has gons to the 1imit to prevent, The
Unlon Traction Company stookholders now
recelve a rental of $1.800,000 per year on
their 800,000 sharea of caplital stock, of par
value of $30,000,000, upon which there has
only bean pald in $17.60 per share, or n gross
amount of §10,600,000, Kach stockholder Is
therefore In receipt of dividends amounting
to 1716 per cent, on the actual cash pay-
ments to the treasury which his shares rep-
resant., If the city is forced to proceed In
establishing Ite own rapld-tranait facilities,
without Unlon Traction Company or Phila-
delphia Rapld Tranalt Company co-opera-
tion, the Philadelphia Rapld Transit Com-
pany will be annihilated by competition,
the leans of the Unlon Traction Company
to the Philadelphia Rapld Transit Company
will be wiped out and tha Unlon Traction
Company will be forced to take back Its
property, shorn of the advantages accrulhg
to it under the 1007 contract between the

Ponneylvania In the absence of the present
lense or contract with the Philadelphia
Rapld Transit Company, which I8 tha sole
posaible legal justifieatlon for that exorbitant
return on the investment.

Rapid Transit Must Come

Furthermore, in the event of dismolution of
the Philadelphin Rapid Transit Company the
Unlon Tractlon atockholders would he Imme-
dlately ealled upon to assume the outstand-
Ing obligations of ths Philadelphla Rapid
Transit Company which they have guaran-
teed.

The people of Philadelphis expect the ex-
{sting companles to co-operate with them In
establishing the rapid transit system; in re-
turn they wlil afford the existing companies
protectlon against loss In their net Income
which will resuit from the carrying out of
the co-operative program establishing the
new lines.

If the exlsting companles do not want this
protection, the city will go ahead anyway,
one way or the other, Which way depends
largely on the Union Tractlon stockholder,
